WHEAT CREDIT $50,000,000 
GIVEN CHINA 


Washington, June 5.—The Recon- 
struction corporation with the full ap- 
proval of President Roosevelt, Sunday 
agreed to Joan China $50,000,000 to 
be used in buying American wheat 
and cotton. 

The loan, negotiated by Dr. T. V. 
Soong, finance minister for the Na- 
tionalist government of China, was 
announced Sunday. It climaxed 
protracted negotiations started last 
year when wheat growers of the 
American northwest attempted !o 
sell several millions of bushels- of 
wheat to China, using Reconstruc- 
tion corporation money to finance 


the deal. The proposal fell through 
originally, hhowever, because no 
agreement as to responsibility could 


be reached. ; 

The money is to be made avail- 
aple to China as purchases are made 
in the American market. At present 
prices, it was estimated at the cor- 
poration, this would take over 900,- 
000 bales of cotton and = approxi- 
mately 12,500,000 bushels of wheat 
out of the American surplus. 

The announcement said about 
four-fifths of the loan will be used 


for the purchase of cotton and 
about one-fifth for the purchase of 
wheat and flour. Shipment will be 
largely in American flag vessels. 

It is believed this credit will be 
mutually adivantageous as it will 
assist in removing surpluses from 
the American markets and will  in- 
crease China’s consumption of these 
commodities and stimulate eco- 
nomic activity in China and tend 
to contribute to world wide eco- 


nomic recovery.

NATIONS MUST DROP 
PREJUDICES TO ENSURE 
CONFERENCE SUCCESS 


Londen, June 2,—Neville Chamber- 
lain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, de- 
clared in the House of Commons to- 
day that dnless the nations temper 
their prejudices and adopt a give- 
and-take attitude at the World Econ- 
omic Conference, the world may de- 
spair “of emerging in our own time 
from depression, hardships and suf- 
fering.” sae 

In an important debate on foreign 
affairs, held just ten days before the 
world. parley begins, the ‘Chancellor 
once more refused to disclose the 
British war debt policy, and intimat- 
ed that the Government is awaiting 
some new move from Washington. 


Giving great emphasis to the ne- 
cessity of reviving world trade, he ex- 
pressed the belief that this revival de- 
pended upon acceptance of the three 
main objectives of the world parley. 


Mr. Chamberlan predicted a wide 
measure of agreement on the main 
issues, but warned that there was 
much work ahead in putting this 
agreement into effect. 


“Necessity drives us all,” he said. 
“All of us realize that even now after 
the tremendous shrinkage of  inter- 
national trade which has not yet ceas- 
ed, that unless we can put~ aside 
something of our prejudices, unless 
each of us is prepared to give some- 
thing in order to secure agreement; 
if, in short, this Conference fails to 
achieve its purpose amid the expec- 
tations and hopes of all the world, 
then indeed it would be well 
Conference never was called, and we 
might despair of emerging in our 
own time from depression, hardships 
and suffering, from which we hope 
the Conference may deliver’ us.” 


Mr. Chamberlain announced that 
Great Britain will sive no quarter 
in world. economic warfare to coun- 
tries which have taken an aggressive 
stand against. her, 


“Much as we regret the economic 
warfare which has arisen between us 
and other countries,” he said, “We 
must maintain that warfare as long 
as the other countries have taken the 
aggressive and are unwilling to make 
any reparations or_ restitution for 
the wrong ‘they have done us. ...<.

First.—Raising the world price 
levels;

He maintained that prices could 
not be raised by monetary action 
alone. A revival of international 
trade is essential for this, he added, 
and is bound up with tranquility 
and the general restoration of in- 
ternational good-will and confidence.

since the Eucharistic Congress in 
London nearly 35 years ago.

stone of the cathedral of Christ the!: 


King is to be laid on Brownlow Hill. 
The site of the new cathedral is 


admirable. It is doubtful if it is ex- 
ceeded by that of the Anglican |. 
cathdral, on the same great ridge of | 


rising ground above the Mersey, but a 
mile or more away. 
cathedral is to be even larger and will j 
be the metropolitan church for the 
north of England. The dome will be 
larger than either that of St. Paul's 
London, or St. Peter's, Rome, and 
there will be no fewer than 46 chap- 
els. It is interesting to note that Sir 
Edwin Luytens, the architect of this 
mighty effort, is himself a Protestant, 
and that Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, 
whose design for the Anglican cathe- 
d@ral at Liverpool, which, begun in 
1908, is steadily aproaching comple- 
tion, is a Catholic. 

There will be room for no fewer 
than 35,00) spectators to witness the 
laying of the foundation stone, and 
Sir Edward Lutyens has so arranged 
the seating plan that the altar will be 
visible from any part of the nine-and- 
a-half acre site. The altar itself will 
be 83 feet high, and is to be not un- 
like that which was erected in Phoe- 
nix park when the Eucharistic Con- 
gress was held last year in Dublin, 
The foundation stone will bea block of 
solid white Italian marble, weighing 
about 1401 pounds, which will be in- 
serted into a larger block of granite 
weighing three ‘tons,

The children were wading in the 
shallow water covering a sandbar 
when, together, they stepped off the 
bar into the swiftly rushing water 
of the deeper channel. They were 
drowned ‘before help ‘could reach 
them. The bodies were recovered.

-KING GEORGE CELEBRATED 
ANOTHER MILESTONE 


On Saturday last, our 
Sovereign, King George, celebrated 


his GSth birthday, and at this time it 
is fitting that we turn our attention 
to the great country over which he 
rules. As has been said many times 
before it is an Empire on which the 
sun never sets, and which is bound 
together by the ponds of a common 
brotherhood. Most of us are Canad- 
jans either by birth or because it is 
the country of our adoption. Never- 
theless there are many who are not 
Britisners of any long descent. The 
British race is after all a composite 
one. Right from the beginning of our 
history new races have been welded 
in with the old ones and have united 
to form that magnificent combination, 
the British character. 


Perhaps at no other time in’ the 
history of the world have we been 
as well justified in being proud of 
our country as at the present. Other 
nations have repudiated their pledges, 
other nations have ignored: their treat- 
ies, but Britain has never failed in 
these sacred national trusts. It was 
with loyal hearts and feeling. of deep 
thanksgiving, nay perhaps with 
amazement that we beheld her redeem 
her war piedge last winter. It was 
done at a tremendous cost, a cost 
known only to the Britishers them- 
selves, but in spite of the enormous 
sacrifice it entailed. Britain remained 
true to her traditions of national hon- 
or and made heo payment to the Unit- 
ed States. 


A year or so ago when the need 
for gold was urgently pressing, the 


people of the realm took to the public 
mint their treasures of ancestral plate 
and jewels and placed them at the 
disposal of their country in her time 
of need. There was no rushing to the 
banks to withdraw their gold, before 
a crash might come, there was. no 
scampering to save themselves, but 
what ,they had of the most precious 
they gave ‘gladly to their country tin 
her time of need. 


In her attitude to Germany Brit- 
ain has shown an everlasting mercy 
towards those who have been defeat- 
ed, ruined and crippled. Out of all 
the chaos in the aftermath of the war 
her voice alone has been filled with 
divine compassion and pity. 
been an example to the world of 
divine virtues, pity, mercy, peace and 
love. For as Wm. Blake has_ so 
graphically expressed it:

For mercy ‘has a human heart, 

Pity, a human face, and love the 
human form divine. 

And peace the human dress. 


Nor yet in all this does she display 
any maudlin sentimentality but her 
It_is: “only 
a few weeks” ago that we read of the 
horribel plight of British engiueers in 
Russia, and we trembled at the 
thought of the probable fate in store 
for them, but Britain’s arm was 
hold back the relentless 


to the grave, and by the force of her 
edicts, Russia did not dare to carry 
out her. monstrous design. And the 
whole world heaved a sigh of relief at 
the saving of innocent men, 


And so when we celebrate the birth- 


day of our monarch whose name 
alone binds together this vast brother- 
hood ‘into one huge Empire, our 


hearts are raised in thanksgiving that 
God has spared him to us for another 
year. For many times during the last 
five years this life has hung by a very 
slender thread, but God in His mercy 
has spared him to us. On the King's 
birthday all loyal Writish subjects 
throughout the Empire turned their 
attention to their ideal of Christian 
manhood. People with broken  for- 
tunes forget for a moment their losses 
and remember only that they are 
Britishers, people with broken iives 
forget for a moment their own degre- 
dation and remembet only that they 
are British, The unfortunate, the 
impoverished and the outcast for 
a few moments at least leave behind 
them ‘their poverty, their desolation 
and their crime and become purified 
and exalted by’ the thought of the 
great common brotherhood which 
binds together the British people, and 
let us pray that we may ever hold 
fast to our British ideals of honor, 
truth and mercy.

Debt Adjustment act, which went 
into.effect June 1, the process of 
settling the financial difficulties of 
farmers, house owners, and mer- 
chants in Alberta, takes on several 
new aspects. Simultaneously the act 
of two years ago and its amendment 
at the last session of legislature, are 
both repealed. 

The new act now going into ope- 
ration will be administerd by a 
debt adjustment board of three mem- 
bers, whch has already begun to func- 
tion. Under the plan decided at its 
organization meeting last week, the 
members of the board will divide 
their labors. Ben S. Plumer giving 
special attention to the Edmonton of- 
fice and L. F. Clary, K.C., to the 
Calgary office, with Chairman W. 
Loree sharing his time between the 
two.

operate, involving important changes 
in the general working plan. 

Either a farmer-debtor or his 
creditor, seeking adjustment or set- 
tlement of a debt, must now apply, 
as a first step, to the adjustment 
board, which will confer with and 
advise either or both of them in 
an effort to bring about an amic- 
able arrangement for the payment 
of the indebtedness, 

It is provided that no creditor 
ean bring suit or action without a 
permit in writing from the board, 
and this feature of the new act 
constitutes one of its most signif- 
icant departures from the _ proced- 
ure previously followed, 


Rates or taxes of a statutory na- 
ture and debts owing to hospitals 
for service rendered are excepted 
from the scope of the adjustment 
scheme. 

Resident home owners elsewhere 
than on farms are for the first

time included within the scheme and 
may not be foreclosed or otherwise 
proceeded against without the board's 
consent. 

Merchants are also taken under 
the protection of the act, Part 2 
of which is entirely devoted to their 
case, with provision for the = ap- 
pointment of official referees to ad- 
just the difficulties between such 
debtors and their creditors. 

As to the general modus operandi 


of the debt adjustment scheme, the 
same plan will be followed in fu- 
ture as in the original act. involv- 


ing the issue of certificates to debt- 
ors, the fixing of instalment pay- 
ments, the appropriation of crop or 
other assets and their distribution 
to creditor,s and the exemption of 
necessary living allowances. In all 


these points the board, which is 
declared to be “a body politic and 
corporate,” will be the authority. 
Considerable importance is at- 
tached to the fact that hospital ac- 


counts do not come within the scope 
of the act as do ordinary accounts. 
An amendment to this effect was 
approved by a large majority in the 
house when the bill was under dis- 
cussion, and debts arising from hos- 


pital services will therefore be  col- 
lectable wthout reference to the 
debt adjustment board. 

In support of the provision thus 
excepting hospitals from the ad- 


justment scheme it was held that as 
they are now supported in part by 
government and municipal grants 
it would not be good policy to make 
more difficult the collection of ac- 
counts owing them by individuals. 


Finding it almost impossible to 
refuse either service or credit, the 
hospitals said, they should not be 
handicapped in collecting from 


those able to pay, and this view of 


the situation was accepted hy the 
house. Hospital accounts will ac- 
cordingly not have protection under 


the adjustment law of the province.

Suspension of License for Conviction 

Power is given to the Minister to 
suspend the driver’s license and ths 
registration of every motor. vehicle 
registered in the name of a_ person 
who shall be convicted of certain of- 
fences under the Act. 


License Remains Suspended 


Such license and registration shal) 
remain suspended until proof shall be 
given of the owner’s financial respon- 
sbility for future motor vehicle acci- 
dents. 


Suspension of License for Failure to 
Satisfy Judgment 

The Minister has the power also to 
suspend the driver’s license and the 
registration of every motor vehicle 
registered in the name of a_ person 
who within thirty days fails to satis- 
fy the final judgment rendered 
against nim in an accident involving 
the death or injury to another or dam- 
age to property of another in excess 
of $100. : 

License Remains Suspended 


It is most important to notice that 
the license and registration shall re- 
main suspended until the judgment 
has been satisfied and the person 
gives proof of his financial responsi- 
bility for future accidents. This may 
mean that unless a driver carries an 
insurance policy he may never be able 
to pay off the liability and thus be 
permanently debarred from driving. 

Amount of Proof 

The amount of proof of 
responsibility required is: 

(a) For damages by reason of the 
death or personal injury to one per- 
son in any one accident, $5,000, ex- 
clusive of interest and costs, and $10,- 
000, exclusive of interest and costs, 
for the death or personal injury to 
two or more persons. 

(b) For damage in excess of $100 
to property of others, $1,000, exclus- 
ive of interest and costs.

Other details regarding the ma- 
chine and its equipment are being 
kept secret, but it is not believed that 
the aeroplane will carry radio.

Production of oil in Alberta for 
April has just been announced by the 
petroleum division of the lands and 
mines department as 74,645 barrels, of 
which 69,447 was naphtha from Turn- 
er Valley.

The new debt adjustment act of the 
province, passed at last session, came 
into force on June 1. The announce- 
ment was made by W. Loree, chair- 
man of the new debt adjustment board 
just set up. 

Uniform Game Laws 

More uniform game laws and game 
fees for the prairie provinces were 
urged at a eonference of game officials 
of the three governments at Hdmon- 
ton last week. 

Swine Survey

Summen School Again 
The University and Department of 
Education have decided again to hold 
the usual summer session for teachers 
at the University.

This year the school will in- 
clude two courses in supervision, the 
first having been held Jast year with 
50 registered. 
Women’s Farm Week 
The usual women’s summer farm 
week will be ‘held this summer at Oids 
School of Agriculture from July 81 to 
August 4. The usual meet at Ver- 
milion School will this year be com- 
bined with that at Olds. 
Alberta’s Improved Hog Record 
The steady improvement in the 
quailty of Alberta hogs is strongly in- 
dicated in a survey recently complet- 


_ed ‘by Provincial Agricultural officials. 


The record shows that in 1980, 628,- 
935 hogs were marketed from this 
province, of which 6.13 per cent reach- 
ed the top grade as “selects.” In 1931

the marketings totalled 723,362 of 
which 7.22 were “sclects.” In 1932 


the marketings reached 1,008,462 head, 
of which 8.36 per cent were selects. 
This shows a steady improvement in 
quality, but the more significant fact 
is that of the increased number of 
hogs marketed, a very large percent- 
age fell within the higher grades. In 
two years the increase in marketings 
has been 79,517, of which 49,980 head 
were selects. The increase in’ the 
number of selects in 1982 as compar- 
ed with 1930 is 123 per cent. In 1932 
there were 187,87 more bacon hogs 
marketed rrom the province than in 
1930, an increase of 142 per cent. 
Over sixty per cent of the increase 
of 379,517 hogs marketed in 1982 over 
1980, were graded as bacons or se- 
lects. The volume of selects has in- 
creased in volume from 32,269 in 1930 
to 68,858 in 1982. The percentage of 
butchers or the lowest grade hogs has 
decreased from 58 per cent in 1920 to 

6 rer cent in 1982, 


Live Stock Men Warned 


Serious losses of Itve stock, as 
result or the eating of the poisonous 
weed known as water hemlock are oc- 
curring in the province, according to 
Dr. Percy Talbot, Provincial Veterin- 
arian, who warns all live stock owners 
to be on the lookout for the weed, 
which should be destroyed as quickly 
as possible by grubbing out the roots, 
drying and burning them. ‘The water 
hemlock is a tall, erect, marsh plant 
‘growing from two to six feet high, 
‘with stems fairly stout and streaked 
javieh purple, bearing a few pale green 
'doubly-compound leaves, and many 
| quite flat clusters of very small green- 
pe flowers. The root consists 
of a, bunch of fleshy tapering projec- 
tions attached to the root-stocks, This 
poisonous plant is found in local 
patches throughout the province’ in 
the foothills and on the prairie, always 
jin low, wet, marshy ground. It,occurs 
along creeks, irrigation ditches, edges 
of sloughs, and lakes and in low 
meadow land. The most poisonous 
parts of the plant are the root stock 
and roots but the stems also contain 
poison as well as the leaves of young 
plants. The poison acts quickly and 
is deadly.

(By Gordon Lindsay Smith) 


Still Plenty of Time 

While it is important to get a por- 
tion of seed in early in order to 
stretch out the season as long as pos- 
sible, this stretching can also be car- 
ried out at the other end of the busi- 
ness. Incidentally for those persons 
who start to sow their garden’ too 
soon there are a dozen people who do 
not continue sowing late enough. In 
practically every section of Canada it 
is possible to continue planting such 
things as beans, spinach, radish, let- 
tuce, carrots, beets and corn, right up 
to July, and if well started plants can 
be obtained, this late work may in- 
clude, tomatoes, cabbage and caull- 
flowers, too. Of course where the 
whole garden is put in late, say after 
the middle of June, it would be well 
to hurry along a portion of it at least 
with quick acting commercial fertil- 
izer and if possible, water. Cultiva- 
tion, of course is essential. 

Commercial Fertilizer 


Commercial fertilizers offer a good

substitute for well rotted manure, and 
to hasten many of the leafy veget- 
ables along some of these chemical 
manures are almost indispensable. 


For the average garden, a good “com- 
plete” or “mixed” commercial fertil- 
izer is advised. All of these are sold 


with the formulae attached 
should insist on at least four per cent 
nitrogen, eight per cent phosphorous, 
and from four to eight per cent of 
potash. Technically, this is known as 
a 4-8-4 to a 4-8-8. The effect of ni- 
trogen on the growth of a plant its 
more quickly marked than that. of 
either of the other two elements, Ni- 
trogen has a direct influence on the 
development of the leafy parts of the 
plant and imparts a deep green color 
to the leaves. It is. therefore. very 
valuable for those leafy types of veg- 
etables and also as a tonie in trans- 
planting all vegetables. With later- 
maturing sorts, such as tomatoes and 
corn, nitrogen should be applied in the 
early stages only. See ae fer-

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tilizers are usually found to be valu- 
able for growing vegetables on prac- 
tically all soils. This element ‘hast- 
ens maturity, increases root develop- 
ment and builds up resistance to dis- 
ease. Potash, the third element in 
commercial fertilizer, is essential to 
starch formation, and green plants 
and root crops particularly need it, 
But one must be careful in applying 
commercial fertlizer as it is Hable to 
injure foliage or sced if it comes in 
direct contact. In the small garden 
the safest plan is to dissolve in water 
and simply sprinkle along the rows 
with a watering can. In the case of 
potatoes, tomatoes, corn and similar 
vegetables, a scant handful is dug in 
beneath each hill, care being taken to 
see that the fertilizer does not come in 
direct contact with the seed. With 
beans, peas, carrots, lettuce and such 
things the fertilizer is applied at the 
time of seeding as a side dressing at 
the rate of about a small handful to 
the yard of row. 
Mushrooms That Are Safe 


Mushrooms can be easily and safely 
produced from spawn, and huge crops 
in comparison to the uncertain sup- 
ply available under natural conditions 
are secured. They will grow practic- 


ally all the year round in some dark 
cellar, free from frost, or they can 
also be grown outside in boxes or 
speciai beds during the summer and 
early fall. When ordering spawn 
from your seed merchant, ask for the 
special cultural directions. Beds are 


made with fresh stable manure which, 
after heating, are covered with the 
mushroom spawn broken in pieces 
about three inches square. When the 
spawn starts to run through the man- 
ure below, a layer of soil is added and 
on top of this the bed is covered with 
about elght oy ten inches of straw or 
litter which should be sprinkled with 
water during hot weather. It is im- 
portant to have manure and soil 
tramped down firmly, and to not al- 
low the litter on top to settle or mat. 
Some people get fair results from put- 
ting the spawn among potatoes, but 


much larger crops will be produced 
when more care is taken, A bed will 
produce mushrooms for about two 
months. 


Successional Plantings 


Doctors have finally convinced the 
public of the vital necessity of green 
things in the diet at all times and 
experienced gardeners have demon- 
strated that it is quite possible to pro- 
duce these green things for at least 
six months of the year. The whole 
secret is to make successive plant- 
ings of the same vegetables, starting 
just as soon as the ground is fit to 
work, with the peas, spinach, radish, 
cress and lettuce, continuing with 
these about three times at intervals of 
ten days and gradually adding car- 
rots, beets, beans, head lettuce, cab- 
bage, Cos lettuce. Chinese cabbage, 
tomatoes, egg plants, lima beans, all 
types of corn with something going in 
right up to July.

PROFITS FROM PENNIES 


The British Royal Mint earns start- 
ling profits from the actual making 
of money, states a writer in Pearson's, 
who adds that of course silver and 
bronze coins are not worth anything 
approaching their face value. Bronze 
coins are made of an alloy containing 
ninety-five per cent copper, and cost- 
ing today about sixty-five pounds per 
ton, 

A ton of bronze will make 107,520 
pennies, or four hundred and forty- 
eight pounds. So pennies cost about 
twopence a dozen. 

A shilling contains 
about three ‘halfpence, 

Work at the Mint {s naturally car- 
ried out under the strictest supervis- 
ion in order to avoid waste of 
“money.” A given quantity of metal 
supplied at the beginning of a day 
must be accounted for in the evening, 
either in coin or metal. A_ certain 
allowance is made for loss in melting. 

Even this, however, is partially 
recovered. as the old pots which 
are used for melting, and other 
appliances, are sold for a good price 
owing to the amount of silver which 
they contain.
